CHRISTMAS SHIP HERE. 


Lusitania Will Be at Her Pier Before 
This is Read—Away Again To-morrow. 
The Cunard liner Lusitania, the ‘ Christ- 


mas-ship” of two continents, was sight- | 


ed 12 miles southeast of Fire Island at 
1:15 o'clock this morning, inbound. 

A wireless dispatch received last night 
from Capt, Charles said that his ship was 
193 miles east of Sandy Hook at 7:20 P. 
M. and would be at the Ambrose Channel 
Lightship. shortly after 8 o'clock this 
morning. This should ‘bring her into 
Quarantine not later than 4:45 A. M. 

A doctor especially detailed by Dr. 
Doty U be in waiting to examine her 
bills of health and pasg the ship to her 
pier if there is no sickness on board. 

Two mail’ tenders will meet the Lusi- 
tania before she gets to Quarantine and 
go alongside to take off her big load of 
Christmas mails. ‘With a delay of fifteen 
minutes to half an hour at Quarantine, 
the liner ought to be at her pier shortly 
after 6 A. M. By arrangement with the 
Ounard agents to expedite the “ turning 
around” of the Lusitania-by 4 o'clock 
to-morrow afternoon, Collector Loeb will 
permit Inspectors and Appraisers to go 
to the plier at 7 o’clock, to examine pas- 
sengers’ baggage. 

The Lusitania will only have thirty-four 
hours in which to take on 6,000 tons of 
coal, discharge 1,000 tons of cargo, and 
load.the same quantity ag well as many 
tons of ice and provisions. The Maure- 
tania last year. had thirty-eight hours. 
Work will be carried on from the time 
the ship is berthed this morning until 
her decks are washed down and brass- 
work cleaned and hatches battened down 
ready for sea again.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 14,—Action by the 
Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds this morning has brought the 
Democratic House face to face with the 
question whether or not it will make this 
session of Congress the most expensive 
the country has ever seen in times of 
peace. In spite of every argument from 
Chairman Morris Sheppard of Texas and 
an extraordinary appeal from Oscar W. 
Underwood,the Democratic leader of’ the 
House, who appeared to urge restraint 
upon the Democratic. members, the com- 
mittee was 11 to 2 for reporting a General 
Public Buildings bill. 

Mr. Underwood voted against the Dol- 
lar-a-Day Pension bill that passed two 
days ago, while Speaker Champ Clark 
supported it, but to-day’s action of the 
Buildings Committee means the first per- 
sonal defeat Mr. Underwood has met in 
his conservative leadership of the House, 
The estimates of Secretary Fisher of the 
Department of the Interior credits the 
Pension bill with an increase of $75,000,- 
000 annually in Government expenditures 
if. it becomes law, and in view of the 
deluge of bills already ‘introduced by 
members on both sides for new buildings 
in'nearly every town and city in the coun- 
try, it would be consideréd extraordinary 
if this bill is held down to the $40,000,000 
mark, At this rate, as Mr. Underwood 
and Mr. Sheppard assured the commit- 
tee this morning, this session “will go on 
record as the most extravagant of any 
Congress. 

From a political point of view the line 
taken in appropriations by the Democrats 
has a particularly sinister aspect from 
the known fact that should the “ pork 
bar’l"’ bills pass, Mr. Taft will be found 
waiting for them with his veto. If the 
Democrats should be able to. put. the 
Pension bill through the Senate, as they 
have through the House, and get it signed 
by the President, the political effect of 
such an obvious political sop. would: be 
doubtful.

A FEDERAL UNDERTAKER. 

The Department of Justice needs help. 
The Federal courts need help. In most 
actions at law the décision or the ver- 
dict ends the matter, and the court is 
free to proceed with the next case. But 
when a decision has been rendered in 
actions “under the anti-trust. law, the 
work has only just begun. Then comes 
the arduous toil of digsolution and dis- 
integration under the eye, and, as we 
may say, under the very nose ‘of the 
court, which must be consulted at every 
step. In ‘his annual report Attorney 
General WIcKERSHAM says that the 
problems involved in working out. dis- 
integrations ¢he is speaking of the To- 
bacco ease) are “ economic rather than 
legal.” But he protests that neither 
the court nor the Department of Justice 
“is properly equipped to work out such 
problems save in exceptional cases.”’ 
For this reason he asked the Bureau of 
Corporations if it would not be good 
enough to help out in the Tobacco dis- 
integration. The bureau did lend a 
hand, but it was organized for no such 
purpose, its duty béing merely to gather 
infermation for the use of thé Presi- 
dent in making recommendations to 
Congress. Mr. WicKmRsHaM, therefore, 
makes this suggestion: 

It would bes however, of great value 
to that department if the functions 
of the. bureau ‘should be so enlarged 
that it could be called upon officially 
to make investigations and report its 
conclusions with respect to plans for 
the disintegration of monopolistic 
combinations which either voluntarily, 
or in pursuance of a decree adjudging 
them to be in violation of the anti- 
trust law, are proposing plans of dis- 
integration. It might also be availed 
of as the nucleus for an administrative 
board under whose supervision consoli- 
dations or mergers for lawful purposes 
might be formed:

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— were commenced in the 
twelvemonth, only eight having been 
disposed of. With his able body of pro- 
fessional assistants who, Mr. Wicx- 
BRSHAM says in his report, “know no 
hours, they have toiled early ahd late,” 
the Attorney General will provide work 
enough for the funeral director. 

Mp. 'WICKERSHAM’S suggestion that 
the bureau, besides having to do with 
corporations and the burial thereof, 
may in another avatar become “ the 
nucleus for an administrative board 
under whose supervision consolidations 
or mergers for lawful purposes might 
be formed,” may be incongruous, but it 
is certainly interesting. If this plan 
were adopted, the bureau would have 
power to issue licenses or indulgences 
for mergers and consolidations. That 
would, indeed, be a power involving mo- 
mentous responsibilities. The law for- 
bids all combinations in the form of a 
trust or otherwise. Justice PackHaM 
held that there could be no ‘exception; 
that actual restraint of trade would not 


‘have to be proved, the vice and the 


offense at law lying in the combination 
itself. Under that amazing decision we 
got along somehow for fifteen years. 
By the light of reason Justice Pxcx- 
HAM’s stern construction of the law has 
been substantially modified. But are 
the opinions rendéred in: the two great 
cases sufficiently clear and unmistak- 
able to serve as a sure guide for a bu- 
feau empowered to approve or author- 
ize mergers and combinations? What 
test could be applied? Not. the test of 
Wignesd alone, not the amount of capi- 
tal or the volume of securities, Would 
it be enough to say that the bureau 
must be satisfied that there was no in- 
tent to employ unfair and oppressive 
methods against competitors? What 
would Missouri say to the issue of 
merger Heenses on that principle, Mis- 
sourl, whose Supreme Court has just 
decreed the penalties of the State law 
against the ‘Harvester Trust, although 
expressly acquitting that corporation 
of unfair or oppressive practices; de- 
claring, indeed, that its operations in the 
State have been of benefit to the farm- 
ers of Missouri? What would the Pro- 
gressives of both parties say about this 
extension of the powers of the Bureau 
of Corporations? 

Mr. WicKERSHAM’s suggestion may 
have much practical value, but before 
it can be acted on will it not be necés- 
sary to have from some source, legisia~ 
tive or judicial, a clear definition of 
evil and forbidden practices? Is not 
that the present fault of the law, or 
rather of the administration of the law, 
that business methods not in them- 
selves evil or wrong have been put un- 
der the. ban because of the Deyptian 
darkness in which the whole subject 
has been involved through the statu- 
tory.use of that musty mediaeval legal 
phrasé “ restraint of trade,” false in its 
origin, ané made a. thousand times 
more confusing and uncertain by the 
interminable coritentions of the law- 
yers and Judges, few of whom under- 
stand it at all, and no two of whom 
quite agree as to its meaning?

ENGINEERS OF SERVICE. 

We have received from . Dean 
CHaRLEs Epwarp Lucke of the Co- 
lumbia School of Engineering informa- 
tion, about the “aim of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers to 
become a social force.” At the soci- 
ety’s annual convention last week At 
Was announced that it had reached. a 
turning point fn its-history. The turn- 
ing point is, in brief, a departure from 
the society’s habit of severe profes- 
sionalism. The ten most eminent men 
in every industry affected by engi- 
neéring © inventions and _ practice, 
whether they are all engineers or not, 
will ‘form some. thirty committees in 
as mafiy industries to bring. enlight- 
enment upon the commen problems of 
capital, labor, and engineering, to aid 
in solving’ them and to inform the 
public. 

Machines have played a tremendous 
part in history. The inventions of 


the electric motor, and .numberless 
other mechanical contrivances have, 
of course, created new conditions of 
society. They have invariably afford- 
ed opportunities for more labor and 
wealth, not less, but each invention 
upon its appearance encountered Mos- 
tility from the body of seciety, some- 
times very actively expressed. That 
which is not understood, no matter 
how good or. potentially efficiént, wilt 
meet with the obstacles of prejudice 
and denial.

making of cement, the running of 
blast furnaces, the manufacture of 
carborundum,. and the milling of 
flour knew that in one of these indlus- 
tries the problem of regulating the 
moisture in the air, which affects them 
all profoundly, had been solved. But 
how can they know while they remain 
apart, each company of specialists 
speaking its peculiar language, each 
split up, even, into cliques with strange 
dialects, so that they cannot view 
their internal problems with a com- 
mon mind? The public, too, which is 
Ghiefly concerned with. the new con- 
ditions produced by the play of indus- 
trial forces, will form its customs and 
laws according to its judgment of 
these conditions and of the men that 
make them. The public must be prop- 
erly informed, There should be some 
common meeting ground of mutual ad- 
vantage to all. 

,The eminent men who form the new 
committees.of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers will know, we 
trust, how to speak to the public, for 
in the public tongue they must address 
representatives of their own interests, 
if they would be understood by cap- 
italists, workmen, and engineers. If 
they do this successfully, their work 
will surély mark an era of industrial 


welfare and development.

_ We do not believe that Mayor Garnor 
favors the building of the new law 
courts In City Hall Park. We are al-| see 
most confident. that he would oppose 
any attempt.to further that plan of 
park invasion, which still has a few 
uninfluential supporters. Mr. Mo- 
‘ANENY’s idea is that the present site 
of the Court House shall ‘be turned 
over to the city, when the new build- 
ing is ready, and that the old one 
shall be torn down. With the Mullet 
Post Office removed, as it will be in 
time, City Hall Park can be restored 
and preserved as a park, with the old 
City Hall as its architectural ornament, 

The Mayor says that twenty-three 
sites for the new Court House have 
been considered and all éliminated but 
five.

SAVER OF MANY LIVES DEAD. 


Engineer J. M. Root Displayed Great 
Heroism in Minnesota Forest Fire. 


James M. Root, who has just died at 
his: home, 217 East Seventy-seventh 
Street at the age of 67 years, was the man 
who on Aug, 81, 1894, displayed great he- 
roism in one of the most disastrous forest 
fires in the Northwest. Root was an en- 
gineer at that time on the St. Paul & 
Duluth Short Line. On Aug. 31 fires 
wiped-out the towns of Hinckley, Mission 
Creek, and Pokegama. Root was in charge 
of a passenger train which had left Du- 


luth at 2 o’clock that Saturday afternoon, | y, 


the best train on the road and crowded 
with passengers. When the train camé 
within a mile of Hinckley the engineer 
found that he could proceed no further. 

Mr. Root, at tremendous risk to himself, 
backed -his train. seyen miles 
dense. smoke until a small swamp was 
reached.. Passengers escaped the flames 
by entering * water of the swamp and 
waiting until.the fire had died out. 

Root was given up for dead after his 
experiences. As the train reached the 
lake he sank to the floor of the cab ex- 
hausted, burned, ie: bi «. Twomen 
rushed to the cab and bore him = Ah 
water below the embankment, Wheto he 
lay all night covered with mud and water 
and dying as most of the passengers be- 
lieved, Root was retired e years ago 
on a pension. ‘
